Administration 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 


President Hoover’s trip to the Middle West next week will be his first 
contact with the country for an estimate of how the people take to his 


Administration. 

He has been away from Washington 
but twice. He went to New York for 
the Associated Press lunch early in his 
term and to Philadelphia for a baseball 
game. If his reception in Detroit, Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville and en route is 
as cordial as cdpital observers believe 
it will be, it is not unlikely Mr. Hoover 
‘will do more traveling soon. 

Every report reaching the White 
House reassures the President that he 
is ‘sitting on top of the world.” 

The editorial reaction to his conver- 
sations with Prime Minister MacDonald 
of Great Britain has been little else 
than flattering. 

His press on the flexible tariff plea, 
which the Senate turned down, is de- 
scribed as having given him all the 
better of it. 

Through a personal appearance in 
three representative cities he may hope 
to obtain some idea of his personal 
popularity with the masses of the 
people.

answered that he 
had not been. 

One of the most 
interesting meth- 
ods of detecting 
criminats is vhat 
is known as the 
“Rogues Gallery.” 
It revealed that 
this man had been 
sentenced twice 
before the Ba"'mes 
law became offec- 
tive. He gave his 
name, addr. 83, 
age. He was a 
stranger in *own. 
That made no dif- 
ference so far as !} is record was con- 
cerned. 

The system of detecting criminals is 
operated by coordination and coopera- 
tion. Every police department in the 
United States, and in fact the entire 
civilized world, is using the same 
method and system. 

The man in court gave a wrong 
name, an address that was fictitious 
and an age that was not true. By our 
detective methods it did not take more 
than five minutes to get the man 
located as far as his criminal past ‘vas 
concerned. 

The Rogue> Gallery is a filing sys- 
tem. Each file contains two photo- 
graphs of each criminal. One is a full 
face and the other is a profile. “Vith 
these photographs, there is the name, 
and any and all aliases used, the 
height, weight, the color of the eyes, 
ary special marks for identification, 
ard the charge. These files are in 


triplicate. The one means of identifi- 
cation are the photographs, The sec- 
ond are the specifications and the 
third means afe the types of crimes. 

It appears that criminals carry on in 
the similar type of crime. If his right 
name is not known the detection sys- 
tem does not require it. It would 
take less time to hunt up a record if 
the name is known; if it is not known, 
the height of the man, the color of his 
eyes, would be sufficient to concen- 
trate the efforts of the investigators on 
one file. Every fraction of an inch 
in height is classified. This makes it 
easier to locate a man‘s record. A man 
may change his name, address, even 
grow stout or thin, but can not change 
the color of his eyes. His height re- 
mains about the same. Finger prints 
never lead the investigator astray. 
After an identification is made there 
is a consultation. Usually there are de- 
tectives that are known to have “eagle 
eyes.” Once they see a criminal they 
never forget him. It is yet to be known 
that a criminal who assumed innocence 
as far as his identity was concerned 
Was not spotted. All the aliases in the 
world can not defeat the system of the 
Police Department. The photographic 
file is called the gallery. 

A criminal from another State or 
country can find no refuge. His record 
and description and fingerprints are 
available anywhere. Criminals them- 
selves prefer the department to iden= 
tify them quickly. Where they try to 
evade recognition the penajty %g more 
severe.
